The strike 
is the result of the failure to arrive 
at an amicable settlement between 
the men and President Hays. The 
committee representing the men has 
been in Montreal for some time ne- 
gotiating with the company. ‘The 
committee demand the adoption of a 
standard territory wage, but. Presi- 
dent Hayes refused to agree to. this 
demand. j 

UUnanimous fer Strike. 

A strike vote was taken last night 
all over the system and the men were 
practically unanimous for a strike 
their demands were granted. 
‘tne ulthnatum of the ‘men was made 
known to the president at a final con- 
ference to-day but President Havs 
absolutely refused to grant. their se- 
mand and a strike was called and 
went into effect last night. 

Over four thousana men are involy- 
ed in the strike. t involves all the 
members of the B.O.RT. and O.R.C., 
which practically means all the train 


men on both: passenger and freight 
trains, [engineers and firemen are 


not inyolved, as they belong to differ- 
ent orders. : 
Nearly 5,000 Men are Out. 

The closing of the shops it is esti- 
mated will throw out of employment 
2,700 men in Montreal, 500 in ‘Tronto, 
500 in London, 1,000 in Stratford. and 
large numbers of. others at. centres 
in the United States.

EDMONTON'S OPPORTUNITY 


The Capital desires to~call particu- 
lar attention to an article reproduced 
on this page from ‘the Montreal Wit- 
ness. Wichin the next quamer of a 
century i: is not improbable that d- 
monton will become as large a place 
as Montreal is today. Why should 
not we profit ‘by the experience 
of the older city? With a population 
of several ‘hundred thousand it is no 
a easy matter to carry out plans by 
which the city may be given dignity 
and beauty and made, geiferally. speak- 
ing, a more desirable place to live in, 
Montreal has now reached this stage. 
The people realize that it is absolutely 
essential that an extended cjvic im- 
provement ‘programme chduld be 
adopted, ‘out the oost is siaggering. 
“Why,” the citizens of the present 
generation are exclaiming, “did not 
our fathers and grandfathers thave the 
foresight to provide for the growth 
that was in gtore and do these things 
when their task would have ‘been so 
easy as compared with ours.” 

In Edmonton we still have the 
chance to avoid such a mistake. No 
city ever attained the 30,000 mark on 
this continent with tts development 
into a-really great centre so thorough- 
ly assured.” Yet we are letting it grow 
up in haphazard fashion and losing 
to a great.extent the advantages to ‘be 
derived from its unusually attractive 
situation, 

The Witness refers to Mount Royal 
Park and Dominion Square as brands 
from the‘ burning, Yet wwe haven't 
anything to conrespond with them in 
Edmonton, On what cotld be made 
the equivalent of Dominion Square 
with us, the councillors wish to crect 
acmarket building, in defiance of the 
expressed swish of the citizens. <A 
driveway along the Saskatchewan 
would give a superd river view which 
could be a source of pleasure and 
pride quite as much as that tobe ob- 
taied from Mount Royal. A landscape 
architect. prepared a report four years 
ago pointing out what an excellent op- 
portunity Edmonton ‘had in this con- 
nection. But the document has long 
since passed intlo Ihe city archives 
and it looks as if it will remhin there. 
Every ‘time the ananicipal election 
comes around, several candidates come 
out for a progressive. civic improve- 
ment policy. But nothing ever fol- 
lows. 

We now stand on the verge of the 
second great chapter in vhe city’s 
growth. The next few years will un- 
doubledly see an immense increase 
in our population and in our building 
operations, Why not secure, without 
a day’s unnecessary delay, a compre- 
hensive plan by following which we 
shall have that grawth proceed along 
such lines as will ultimately create a 
city that will rank with the stately 
capitals of the workl, Is this not a 
worthy ambition? 


To add to the drought in the senih 
and the distress of the Clilgary Al- 
bertan, ‘the Moral Reform League,

The Edmonton Cpital says that the 
charges made against Hon. W. H.

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What Others Say 


THE FUTURE MONTREAL 


(Montreal Witness.) 

The Witness dvas for a quarter of 
a century been demanding a system of 
parks and boulevards for the Island 
of Montreal and urging the develop- 
ment of garden ¢ities as works of ‘bene- 
ficent private Gaterprise. Indeed, 
long before that, Montreal owed ta 
the Witness Mount Royal Park and 
Dominion Square. But. questions of 
parks and highways. are at all times 
subsidiary to that of a better Mioni- 
real. ‘Here was a gigantic city grow- 
ing rapidly ‘bigger by additions aid 
‘cout as suited the cupidity of cach 
property exploiter, entirely irrespect- 
ive of phe public good. Owing to ithis 
system, the growth was of a singu- 
larly sordid character, giving no room 
on abot far more than a single house 
without ground. “Mhere’ was noxhing 
that could ‘be called a home. Instehd 
of the city springing afreld while land 
was icheap and laying out coiage 
homes upon picturesque avenues, ithe 
land thas ‘been held tight till it could 
be sold at a big price -per foot, and 
meantime all but the wealthy have 
thhad to swelter in croivded streets, if 
not in slums. ‘All this was due to the 
fact that, as'‘a community, we wer®ex- 
reising \no intelligence and no voli- 
ition. A (city council made ‘up of 
ward aldermen could not be induced 
to take any kind of imerest in such 
questions. It is pleasant to sind that 
one of the first results of voverning 
the city as a whole has Seen ithe ap- 
pointment of a commission to repont 
tipon its future development. It is to 
be hoped ‘that no.time’ sill be Jost in 
maturing such a report as will at Icast 
enlarge the minds of citizens on the 
subject, cause them to execrate the 
irretrievable sgpineness of the pasé, 
and prepare them to discuss and np- 
prove of magnificent improvements 
for the future. ‘ 
In speaking of boulevard schemes 
it should-be remembered that one of 
the very first purposes in laying out 
avenues should be to shorten distances 
to the heart of the city and facilitate 
comnutmication therewith, Only thus 
‘can the considerable distances now to 
be traversed be reduced toa minimum. 
We do not urge tthat moads should be 
perfectly straight. Gentle curves are 
an easement to the traveller. Im the 
old world the city thoroughfares are 
not straight, still less are the ‘country 
roads, There is something now ‘to be 
said for straightness that did not use 
tobe, and tht is that speeding auto- 
mobiles are rendered anuch more dan- 
gerous by curves. But what is of the 
first importance is that the genenal 
direction of great main highways shall 
be toward and away from the business 
part of the city. ‘Time twas when 
strees laid cornerways, such as would 
have shovtened every omian’s daily 
journeys, would rave paid for the cost 
of opening them by the magnificent 
new fromiages they would ‘have sup- 
plied. Whether a profitable path could 
now be found for them through the 
labyrinth of factories and other expen- 
sive buildings is another question, but 
the need for streets of that sort ever 
grows greater. At all events, all new 
designs should keep this leading need 
in view. What is meeded in play- 
grounds is that they should ‘be ‘within 
practical reach of every crowded com- 
munity, and, while ornamental quali- 
ties are important, that they should 
not be withdrawm from freesuse as 
playgrounds, and that they should ‘tbe 
adequately supervised tas such. White 
speaking thus for the already crowded 
districts, we realize that the day of 
making really gonenous provision for 
‘these is past, and that, # the crowded 
regions of the future are to ‘be pro- 
vided for, it must be done by means 
of long foresight. A difficulty about 
thying owt parks in the outskirts «is 
that the promise of an open space sets 
a high value on the surrounding pro- 
perty. It comes to be occupicd Dy 
wealthy pcople, and these” claim the 
park ss their own and make all sorts 
of demands that the rude tboys be kept 
off it, In one case we seem to have 
marked off a decp tier of lots on a 
patk edge for the protection of such

Possible Without Live, Stock

\. H. Mumford, chief in «animal hus- 


‘bandry: 


} do not wish to ‘be tunderstood ‘as 
pleading for the extension or even 
the preservation of particular systems 
of live stock farming that do not fit 
the times and conditions, Some forms 
of jive stock jproduction should and 
will be abandoned; others, noticeably 
dairymg and jpoultry -raising will be 
wreatly extended. 


Contrary to the opinion that has 
frequently -expressed, ‘it is not 
except in minor instances, that 
older agricultural countries like Ger- 
many, France, Holland and Denmark, 
are abandoning live stock production 
hecause of increases in population. In 
instances, as has ocbeen shown 
elsewhere, live stock bear about the 
same relation to population that they 
did several generations Wheth- 
ep or not live stock will. ultimately dis- 
appear fromthe farms of the United 
largely a matter of 
jecture, Such an exigency is so far 
moved from jbeing a present day 
problem that its consideration should

A system of exclusive grain farm- 
ing wil Inecessarily find a large place 
ing will necessarily find a large place 
one should rejoice in this fact more 
than the live stock producer. [xclu- 
sive grain. growing inercases the avail- 
ably supply of feeds used in animal 
production on the one hand and on 
the other, removes increased compe- 
tition and the probability of an over- 
production of live stock, It should 
not be forgotten that live’ stock hus- 
bandry is the most important factor 
in the corn market As nearly as can 
he estimated,.80 per cent. of the corn 
produced in the United States is fed 
to live stock, Then, too, there are 
large areas where the production of 
stock will long prove not only 
the most profitable but also practical- 
ly the only use which can be made 
of these Jands. This is a fact which 
should not be overlooked in any ef- 
jort looking toward the development 
ithe agricultural resources of all the 
state. Intelligent systems of live 
=tock production are feasible and prof- 
able not only on lands not adapted |, 
for grain growing, but upon lands es- 
pecially suited to grain growing. If, 
therefore, an individual adopts a sys- 
tem of exclusive grain farming he 
does so from choice and not because 
systeins of live stock farming are not 
profitable.

It seems clear that the large prob- 
lem is not what system of exclusive 
Husbandry, but what systems of live 
grain farming shall replace Animal 
stock production enter into our farm 
practice and are best suited to the 
condition that obtain. Because agri 
cultural and economic conditions are 
changing and will continue to change 
it is to be expected that the most 
profitable animal husbandry of today 
may give place to an entirely differ- 
ent system in the years to come, It 
should be the ‘business of animal .hus- 
handry investigaors to anticipate these 
conditions, and to point the way as 
far as. possible. The collection of 
data wpon which) definite systems of 
live stock husbandry may be intelli- 
gently established under prevailing 
conditions is the most important ser- 
vice the animal husbandry department 
can render the state as a whole and 
the live stock interests in particular, 
It is absolutely impossible to do this 
with any such amounts of money as 
have yet been appropriated for live 
stock investigations. In other words, 
while we are dealing with a problem 
many times as difficult as grain farm- 


ing, we have had only sufficient funds 
to investigate matters of details in 
live stock husbandry. It cannot ibe 
too strongly urged upon that systemZ 
too strongly urged that systems of 
live stock Jrusbandry in which corm, 
clover and alfalfa are leading factors, 
in other words, systems of live stock’ 
production that meet modern condi- 
tions, should ‘be werked ont 2s speed- 
ily as possible. 


3. The keeping of more and better 
live stock-on ‘the farm promotes. great 
er interest in farm life. ‘The tendency 
for the boys and girls, the young mer 
and the young women to early leave 
the farm is a tendency which is uni- 
versally regretted. [ venture to say 
tha no single agricultural reconstruc- 
tion would increase. this tendency 
more certainly and more rapidly thar 
a general abandonment of live stock 
husbandry. In words, elimi- 
nate live stock as an important factor 
in agricultural practice and you res 
move forever the most powerful mag- 
net that attracts and holds the bright- 
estcandvbest among our farm = raised 
young men and young women. An ag- 
riculture without live stock is threat- 
ened with becoming a ibusiness pros- 
ecuted by a relatively ignorant class 
who are not farmers from choice but 
because it furnishes as remunerative 
employment for the laboring man as 
Jactory, shop or mine. Do we wish 
nothing better for Hlinois and Ameri- 
can agriculture?

‘Lt may be argued that the average 
farmer and especially the tenant is 
not sufficiently skilled and 
fo make live stock farming  profit- 
able.

There are several agencies for im- 
proving the interests of live stock 
producers of Mlinois, and I am pleased 
to say that as far as my knowledge 
goes all of these agencies have di- 
rectly or indirectly benefited the in- 
dustry to the extent of many times 
their cost. Great as have been these 
agencies and their benefits the live 
stock producers have been modest 
in their requests and still more mod- 
est in their demands. While each of 
the. agencies is doing much, their 
good work in some lines at least 
should ‘be ‘greatly extended. 
Legislative appropriations to en- 
courage industries which impoverish 
the state are a waste of public. funds 
and: a menace to the best interests 
of every citizen of the state. No mem- 
ber of this association would know- 
ingly lend his influence or his  sup- 
port to such a cause. On the other 
hand, if as individuals or as an asso- 
ciation we fail to give our enthusiastic 
support to any and all agencies which 
will conscientiously and effectively aid 


in working out the problem of more 
and better live stock for IMinois farms 
we will fail to render a distinct ser- 
vice to Illinois agriculture. 


These matters have rested heavily 
upon my mind and heart. I am wil- 
ling to continue to bear them with- 
out a murmur if I thought it would 
contribute in the largest: and best 
sense to the good of Illinois agricul- 
ture, but after looking at the question 
gies, I have come to the conclusion 
fairly and squarely and from all ‘an- 
that it is my duty as a public servant 
to present the subject to you as I see 
it and ask for your careful considera- 
tion. I believe that there is in the 
heart and mind of every loyal citizen 
of he state a determination to assist 
in a positive way a movement which 
looks to the agricultural betterment 
of the state, 


I strive for nothing less than that 
Hlinois live stock producers through 
the assistance and leadership of those 
charged with the animal husbandry 
interests at the university shall take 
the lead in a distinctive movement for 
the preservation and extension of the 
live stock industry in he United States 
along rational lines and until such 
time as some other system of farm 
management shall be demonstrated to 
be more profitable and better suited 
to develop larger interest in farm life 
and greater intelligence among farm- 
ers. 


1] believe you ought to know that 
the animal husbandry interests at the 
university are not in a position to 


further extend their usefulness either: 


inside or outside the agricultural col- 
lege and experiment station of the 
University of ]linois. “Increased ap- 
propriations for live stock investiga- 
tions were asked from the last gen- 
eral assembly, but they were not 
granted Additional equipment in the 
way of a suitable and adequate stock 
judging pavilion, a horse building, 
and a clinic were badly needed, They 
were asked for and not granted. These 
askings were also denied by the pre- 
ceding general assembly. Needs then 
have become now unless 
farmers and live stock producers par- 
ticularly are willing to let this impor- 
tant industry of the farm fall into dis- 
favor and oblivion,

To emphasize the need of inaugu- 
rating an active and vigorous cam- 
psign looking to according to animal 
husbandry interests the position they 
should hold in the agriculture of Ili- 
noise, J need but call attention to 
the fact that there was a proposition 
before the last general assembly of 
Ilinois to discontinue altogether live 
stock investigtions, and ‘but for the 
prompt action and ork of a few loyal 
men such an action would have been 
taken.- As it was the proposition met 
with the reception it deserved, name- 
ly, it was killed, yet that any legislator 
should even dare to make such a 
proposition illustrates the lack of in- 
sitence on the part of the live stock 
interests of the state'to demand that 
adequate legislative, recognition should 
be accorded this industry. 


If our needs have Jacked urgency 
in the past that condition no longer 
obtains. JI would sooner expect to 
be criticised for not placing these 
needs forcibly before you at an. ecar- 
lier date than for having asked’ for 
too liberal support of the animal hus- 
bandry work of the college and sta- 
tion. Nor do I wish, to fe under- 
stood as scolding at those who have 
loyally and freely given of their 
thought’ and time. I personally feel 
that I owe a debt of gratitude to these 
men, which I can never repay. The 
state owes a still greater debt which 
it will be equally unablesto meet. 
These loyal men have ‘been powerless 
in their attempts to make an impres- 
sion on the situation. 


The great need now is that the 
number of men should be greatly mul- 
tiplied who feel the burden of  re- 
sponsibility, for existing animal hus- 
bandry affairs. A large and influ- 
ential representative Lody of Illinois 
stockmen, if you will, who are wi'ling 
to make a little persoval sacrifice if 
need be, in taxing adv:iaage of every 
men generally oas-yaae ed with th.
